Value  of  an  intelligent  report 
methodical  check  before 


also  try  the  lights  to  check  their 
operation  and  to  get  a  bigger  meter 
deflection.  After  all.  the  meter  might 
be  sticking  and  the  dynamo  could  be 
charging  with  the  red  light  on. 

“You  see  the  meter  is  reading  all 
right.  Lights  are  all  in  order,  and  the 
starter  operates,  so  we  have  got  this 
trouble  in  hand  before  it  had  gone 
too  far. 

Seeing  what  is  needed 

“First,  we  must  see  what  we  are  up 
agaln.st  and  collect  what  is  needed 
before  we  commence  operations.  I  will 
.sketch  for  you  an  outline  of  the  charg¬ 
ing  system,  with  red  light  and 
ammeter,  so  that  we  can  visualise 
what  is  happening  (Fig.  1). 

“If  you  follow  that  circuit  you  will 
see  that  when  the  ignition  switch  is 
closed  current  can  flow  from  the  bat¬ 
tery  line  through  the  warning  lamp 
to  dynamo  D  terminal,  and  thence 
back  to  earth  and  the  battery  via  the 
dynamo  windings.  When  the  dynamo 
starts  to  generate,  it  produces  a  volt¬ 
age  in  opposition  to  the  battery,  which 
progressively  blocks  the  flow  of  lamp 
current. 

“At  any  instant,  the  lamp  is  fed  by 
the  difference  in  voltage  between 
dynamo  and  battery,  and  when  the 
dynamo  voltage  reaches 
equality  with  that  of  the 
batU'ry,  then  the  lamp  is 
effectively  connected  be¬ 
tween  two  like  poles  with  no 
voltage  difference,  so  it 
ceases  to  glow.

Watch  voltmeter 

Mr.  Serkit  proceeded  to  connect  the 
test  ammeter  and  loading  box  to  the 
dynamo  terminals,  in  addition  to  the 
voltmeter  leads,  as  shown  in  Fig.  3. 

“You  will  notice,  Charlie,  that  I 
have  plugged  In  the  i  ohm  resistance, 
so  now  we  can  see  if  this  machine 
will  support  a  reasonable  output.  As 
we  are  only  making  a  check  —  not  a 
complete  dynamo  analysis  -and  have 
no  tachometer,  we  must  watch  the 
voltmeter  as  we  speed  up. 

“There,  you  .see  the  output  is  a 
steady  15  amps  at  a  voltage  of  7-7.5. 
That  proves  that  the  dynamo  is  cap¬ 
able  of  its  job.  Now  you  disconnect 
all  the  test  leads  but  do  not  refit  the 
cables— we  have  to  deal  with  those 
next.  * 

"The  two  cables  run  from  dynamo 


haven’t  found  any  reason  for  the 
lamp  trouble  yet.  have  we?” 

“No,  not  yet,  but  you  will  under¬ 
stand  that  we  have  proceeded  from 
belt  and  pulleys  to  control  box  without 
leaving  anything  to  chance.  The  in¬ 
ference  is  that  the  cause  of  trouble 
still  lies  ahead,  so  we  will  connect 
the  voltmeter  leads  to  D  terminal  of 
the  box.  and  earth,  and  run  up  again. 

Keep  alert 

“This  is  where  we  mu.st  keep  our 
eyes  wide  open  and  minds  alert.  Do 
you  notice  that  the  voltage  runs  up 
sharply  to  20-25  volts  when  I  acceler¬ 
ate?  We  have  taken  off  our  link  and 
the  field  circuit  is  being  completi‘d 
through  the  control  box.  What’s  hap- 
p(*ned  to  the  regulator,  and  why  is  the 
cutout  not  closing?  Think  a  moment

“That’s  a  good  point,  lad. 
Did  you  notice  that,  on  start- 
dvnauo  ing  up,  the  light  momentarily 
AfuAATunr  went  out,  and  then  became 
brighter  with  increasing 
spt*ed?  That  is  because  the 
dynamo  builds  up  to  equality 
with  the  battery,  when  the 
light  fades,  but  as  dynamo 
volts  increase  above  the  battery  the 
difference  again  increases  and  lights 
the  lamp.  Should  you  have  the  volt¬ 
meter  connected  across  the  lamp,  you 
would  find  that  the  polarity  had 
rever.sed  at  this  stage.  The  reason 
will  be  obvious  if  you  think  of  it. 

“Now  we  have  to  drop-test  the  main 
circuit  to  make  sure  that  no  undue 
resistance  is  present.

ORE  than  120  garagists  at- 
t(.*nded  a  get-together  of  the 
garage  trade  organised  by  the 
Tyre  Committee  of  the  Bromley  Sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Motor  Agents’  Association 
at  Cliftons  Service  Station.  Sidcup 
Road.  S.E.12.  last  Monday.  Purpose  of 
tht‘  meeting  was  to  increase  the  garage 
Industry’s  share  of  the  buying  and 
selling  of  tyres,  especially  replacement 
tyres. 

The  nicetliiB  was  hold  in  a  blister  hangar 
loaned  by  C'iftons  which  normally  hon.ses 
their  commercial  vehicle  servicim?  and 
cra.sh  Jobs,  It  had  been  Rally  decorated  lor 
the  occasion,  and  further  colour  was  given 
by  trade  dl.splays  staged  by  Dunlop,  John 
Bull.  Firestone.  Dominion,  Michelln.  Henley. 
Goodyear,  Auto  Tyre  Services,  and  Kent 
Factors. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  Chairman 
II.  K.  Hill,  of  the  M  A  A  Bromley  Section, 
who  paid  tribute  to  the  good  .siiirit  of 
friendship  and  co-operation  in  the  .section 
during  the  past  year.  He  then  Introduced 
C.  B.  Jones.  Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan 
Division  of  the  M  A  A..  who  took  the  chair 
at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Jones  said  tlndr  aim  was  to  make  the 
tyre  trade  a  family  hiisiiiess  wit  bin  the 
garage  Industry.  Throughout  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Division  they  had  been  striving  to 
get  garagists  together  on  a  friendly  basis 
for  Inter-trading  In  tyres.  They  were,  how¬ 
ever,  concerned  not  only  with  tyres,  but 
with  many  other  accessories  which  were 
good  profit  makers,  clean  to  handle,  and 
which  bellied  with  their  overheads 

“Dirty  end  of  the  stick” 

They  wanted  to  make  .sure  these  sales 
were  not  dellccted  frenn  the  garage  lndu.stry 
They  did  not  want  outsiders  setting  up 
small  shops  for  the  sale  of  such  Items, 
leaving  garagists  with  the  dirty  end  of  the 
stick,  namely,  the  repairing  of  motor  cars. 

Tlie  next  speaker  was  Sales  Director 
Trevor  Taker,  of  the  John  Bull  liubber  Co.. 
Ltd.,  who  traced  the  history  of  the  replace¬ 
ment  tyre  trade  during  the  past  50  years. 
When  petrol  was  sold  by  chemists’  shops, 
tyres  were  mainly  sold  through  garages,  and 
the  tyre  trade  and  the  garage  trade  worked 
hand  in  hand. 

With  the  Introduction  of  mass  production

enterprise  can  beat 


in  the  British  motor  industry,  there  came 
a  change  in  the  type  of  garaglst  who  was 
no  longer  a  blacksmith  or  an  engineer.  The 
new  type  of  garagl.st  concentrated  on  .sell¬ 
ing  new  cars,  and  their  showrooms,  displays 
and  salesmanship  were  devoted  to  this  end 
They  lost  .sight  of  the  value  of  the  trade 
in  ancillarles  to  the  car.  and  the  lack  of 
interest  in  the  replacement  lyre  trade  re- 
siilti'd  ill  opportunists  who  were  good  busi¬ 
ness  men  forming  the  tirst  tyre  spiuiallst 
concerns. 

In  I9;f6,  John  Bull  carried  out  a  survey 
through  50  of  their  travellers,  and  found 
that  garages  were  handling  only  LI  per  cent, 
of  the  tjre  trade,  and  the  rest  was  being 
handled  by  tyre  shops.  This  was  still  true, 
and  the  National  T’yre  Distributors’  As.socia- 
tlon  made  use  of  these  figures  recently  to 
obtain  an  extra  U  P^r  cent,  discount. 

Sheet  anchor  of  trade 

During  the  last  war.  the  Authorised  Tyre 
Dealer  system  concentrated  the  tyre  trade 
at  one  fell  swoop  Into  1,500  authorised  tyre 
dealers,  and  there  was  no  division  of  the 
spoils,  as  there  was  in  the  case  of  petrol 

When  the  A.T.D.  system  ended,  it  was 
repl.vced  by  the  Tyre  Plan.  Thl.s  was  the 
sheet  anchor  of  garagists.  although  many  of 
them  would  like  to  see  the  plan  vanish  into 
thin  air.  This  would  lead  to  chaos  in  tyre 
selling. 

"Whether  you  are  going  to  handle  the 
tyre  hiisiiiess  or  throw  It  away  depends  on 
you,”  said  Mr.  Laker.  New  cars  would  soon 
be  all  too  freely  available,  and  the  old 
temptation  to  concentrate  on  selling  new 
cars  would  be  back. 

Owing  to  the  leanness  of  the  public  purse 
and  the  fantastic  cost  of  running  a  car. 
no  garaglst  could  afford  to  neglect  any 
mean.^;  of  adding  to  his  revenue.  There 
were  two  million  cars  on  the  road,  and  re- 
search  had  shown  that  the  average  car  re¬ 
quired  H  replacement  tyres  a  year.  Three 
million  tyres  a  year,  at  116  10s.  to  C7  a  tyre 
represented  sales  worth  more  than  H’iO 
niillion  a  year,  of  which  only  15  per  cent 
was  passing  through  garagists’  hands. 

Moreover,  If  they  lost  the  tyre  trade,  they 
would  also  lose  the  .sparking  plug  trade  and 
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get  together  and  are  told  that 
the  tyre  shops 


the  accessories  trade  in  the  long  run.  In 
tile  years  1937-1939,  however,  the  greatest 
percentage  of  bankruptcies  was  among  small 
grocers,  but  they  were  closely  followed  by 
tyre  dealers  making  their  weary  pilgrimage 
to  Carey  Street. 

Garagists  must  pay  more  attention  to  the 
tyre  business,  and  realise  they  were  fight¬ 
ing  some  very  competent  men.  They  must 
give  service  at  least  equally  as  gooil  as  that 
provided  hy  the  tyre  shops.  Tliey  had  the 
great  advantage  that  their  rivals  had  to 
seek  out  their  customers  who  came  to  gar¬ 
agists  of  their  own  free  will  for  their  petrol 
and  oil  and  maintenance. 

Battle  of  discounts 

Chairman  I-.  G.  Smith  of  the  Metropolitan 
M.A.A.  Tyre  Committee  said  it  was  really  a 
battle  of  discounts,  and  spoke  of  the  fierce 
pre-war  battle  for  the  tyre  trade.  He,  too, 
believed  the  Tyre  Plan  was  the  sheet  anchor 
of  the  garagists.  Its  purpose  was  to  give 
economic  hut  good  discounts  and  prevent 
the  large  buyer  from  getting  large  dis¬ 
counts. 

The  Tyre  Plan  tried  to  limit  the  selling 
of  tyres  to  those  in  the  industry,  iind  it 
therefore  Insisted  on  the  provision  of  .ser¬ 


vicing  facilities.  The  quali¬ 
fying  stock  order  scheme 
Was  designed  to  give  all  14 
BriUsli  tyre  manufacturers 
a  share  of  the  tyre  busi- 
ne.ss  and  I  hereby  induce  them  to  give  level 
discounts,  which  were  the  same  for  all  trad¬ 
ers.  No  linn  was  allowed  to  give  hargain 
discounts.  If  discounts  went  beyond  what 
was  economic.  |»rice-4-utling  would  begin. 

Mr.  Smith  then  explained  the  purpose  of 
the  “75  per  cent. -25  per  cent.”  rule  which 
states  that  75  per  cent,  of  the  goods  handled 
must  be  supplied  to  the  general  public.  This 
was  to  prevent  a  group  of  hauliers  combin¬ 
ing  to  buy  a  garage  in  order  to  make  it 
supply  them  with  goods  at  trade  prices. 

r 

What  tyre  shops  want 

The  Tyre  Plan  was  of  no  advantage  to 
the  big  lirms,  and  in  fact  the  tyre  shops 
had  wanted  their  discount  raised  from  25 
per  cent,  to  30  per  cent,  but  after  a  hard 
struggle  they  got  only  26|  per  cent.  The 
t.vre  shops  wanted  the  discount  to  garages 
lowered  and  their  own  tliscoiint  raised,  and 
they  had  made  very  strong  representations 
to  the  tyre  manufacturers  to  this  effect 
last  year. 

Mr,  Smith  said  the  garages'  case  would  be 
greatly  strengthened  if  their  buying  poten¬ 
tial  was  greater.  If  they  «onld  say  that  the 
tyres  sold  as  reiilacenienis  vvere  hoiight  from 
the  maniifai  I  iirers  Ity  the  retail  trade  then 
their  position  would  he  much  stronger.  It 
garages  bought  their  replacement  tyres  out¬ 
side  the  garage  trade,  then  they  did  not 
receive  the  credit  lor  these  purchases  from 
the  tyre  manufacturers. 

The  I'yre  Plan  did  not  suit  the  tyre  shops.

A  past  chairman  of  the  Kingston  Section 
of  the  M.A.A.,  A.  >.  f  osli,  described  how  the 
scheme  had  worked  In  his  section.  Their 
greatest  obstacle  was  the  aversion  of  the 
ordinary  dealer  to  trading  with  his  fellow 
dealers,  but  It  was  essential  that  this 
barrier  should  be  overcome. 

When  he  first  became  Interested  In  this 
matter.  Mr.  Fosh  said  he  went  and  looked 
at  all  the  24  tyre  shops  In  his  area,  and  he 
foiiiKl  that  no  fewer  than  18  of  them  dealt 
not  only  in  tyres  hut  also  In  plugs,  batteries 
and  all  those  nice,  clean  little  accessories 
that  he  also  wished  to  sell. 

He  found  the  average  garaglst  had  no 
settled  opinions  on  this  tyre  trade  question; 
he  Just  had  not  bothered  to  do  anything 
about  It. 

Supported  one  dealer 

In  the  Kingston  section,  they  decided  to 
support  one  tyre  dealer  100  per  cent,  and 
thereby  expanded  his  business  so  that  he 
became  a  distributor  and  was  able  to  In¬ 
crease  his  organisation  and  Improve  the 
service  he  could  oiler.  This  made  some 
other  garaglsts  Jealoas,  but  the  Kingston 
section  felt  they  would  rather  see  a  member 
«»f  their  own  trade  grow  hig  than  a  tyre 
shop. 

Mr.  Fosh  did  not  agree  with  the  state¬ 
ment  that  the  tyre  shops  were  handling  85

per  cent,  of  the  tyre  baslness.  The  tyre 
shops  were  buying  85  per  cent,  of  the  tyres 
from  manufacturers,  hut  It  was  the  garag- 
ists  who  were  selling  them  to  the  public. 
They  must  be  "stark,  staring  nuts”  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  buy  from  the  tyre  shops  and  yet 
sell  80  per  cent,  of  the  tyres  sold.  "I.et  us 
light  the  lyre  shops.  It  was  our  fault  that 
we  lost  the  lyre  business,  let  it  nid  he  our 
fault  that  we  don't  get  It  ha»k,”  said  Mr. 
Posh. 

Lost  through  indifference 

They  had  lost  the  business  because  they 
were  unenterprising,  and  not  through  con¬ 
centration  on  new-car  sales  The  little  gar¬ 
ages  lived  on  petrol,  repairs  and  accessories 
and  not  on  new-car  sales. 

Kingston  were  the  first  section  to  start 
this  .scheme,  but  It  soon  spread  to  other 
areas.  This  alarmed  the  tyre  shops  who 
tried  to  smash  It  by  getting  the  qualifying 
stock  orders  doubled  In  value  In  order  to 
make  It  financially  Impossible  for  tyre  deal¬ 
ers  to  carry  on  Tlielr  representative.  F.  G. 
Smith,  had  saved  the  day  for  us  by  success¬ 
fully  fighting  this  plan. 

Mr.  Fosh  ended  by  urging  all  those  pre¬ 
sent  to  attend  their  M.A.A.  section  meetings 
and  to  make  the  scheme  succeed  by  taking 
part  in  It.

Reasons  for  tyre  wastage 

Tyres  were  not  very  glamorous,  but  they 
did  deserve  proper  treatment.  Far  and 
away  the  biggest  cause  of  the  rejection  of 
car  tyres  as  unsuitable  for  retreading  was 
under-inflation,  which  accounted  for  30  per 
cent,  of  all  rejections.  The  second  most 
frequent  cause  of  rejection  was  age,  but 
It  was  closelv  followed  by  paraffin  damage. 
I'araflln,  which  was  often  used  for  cleaning 
wheels,  was  rubber’s  biggest  enemy  for  It 
was  completely  irremovable. 

Three  biggest  cau-ses  of  the  rejection  of 
giant  tyres  were  cuts,  bead  damage  through 
careless  u.se  of  levers  when  fitting  and 
under  inflation  or  overloading

M,A,A,  council  point  out  that  change  can  be  made  at  any 
time  between  now  and  Butlget  Day 


No  redress  at  present 

S  a  result  of  further  discussion 
of  the  vehicles-in-stock  problem 
at  the  October  meeting  of  the 
council  of  the  Motor  Agents’  Associa¬ 
tion,  a  statement  has  been  issued 
which  impresses  on  members  that 
purchase  tax  can  be  removed  from 
cars  by  an  Order  in  Council,  and  such 
a  step  need  not  be  delayed  until 
Budget  Day.  At  the  present  time, 
members  have  no  redress  whatsoever 
and  they  are  therefore  urged  to  use 
the  greatest  care  where  their  stocks 
are  concerned. 

Manufacturers  have  been  asked  to  protect 
the  retail  industry  in  every  way  they  can 
for  it  was  going  to  do  neither  manufac 
turers  nor  retailers  any  good  if  the  retail 
trade  should  lose  thousands  of  pounds 
through  a  sudden  reduction  in  purchase 
tax. 

A  cast-iron  sale-or-return  scheme  had 
been  drawn  up  and  a  form  which  was  a 
legal  document  had  been  prepared  by  the 
Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders 
after  consultations  with  the  M  A.A.  Copies 
had  been  .sent  to  all  the  manufacturer.s.

Control  of  I  sed-«"ar  I'riee-. — No  final  de¬ 
cision  has  yet  been  taken  on  whether  or 
not  a  used-car  price  book  shall  be  i.ssued 
at  .some  future  date.  Some  sy.stem  of  price 
maintenance  is  certainly  wanted,  and  the 
opinions  so  far  expre.ssed  seem  to  show  that 
the  price  book  system  is  favoured.  No  de¬ 
cision  has  yet  been  taken,  however,  and 
divlslon.s  will  be  given  .several  months' 
notice  and  an  opportunity  of  expre.s-sing 
their  views  before  such  a  book  is  reintro¬ 
duced. 

Peferreil  lielivery  l.ist.  —  This  has  been 
abolished  owing  to  the  present  trading 
situation. 

Demoiisiralion  Cars.  —  In  view  of  the 
changed  situation,  rule  1216,  laying  down 
that  a  covenant  mast  be  obtained  for  the 
unexpired  time,  has  been  amended,  and  no 
longer  applies  to  cars  now  out  of  the 
covenant  scheme. 

Heet-iiMT  Covenant. — Tlie  "Blanket"  cov¬ 
enant  for  fieet  users  has  been  abolished.  In 


future,  fleet  users  claiming  fleet  di.scounts 
will  find  on  the  fleet  claim  form  a  clause 
forbidding  them  to  .sell  a  covenanted 
vehicle  in  under  two  years,  or  an  uncoven¬ 
anted  vehicle  in  le.ss  than  six  months.  Tlie 
latter  stipulation  is  made  hecau.se  the 
vehicle  is  obtained  at  le.ss  than  list  price, 
and  is  a  return  to  pro-war  practice.  If  the 
fleet  user  does  not  claim  the  fleet  dtscount 
on  a  covenanted  vehicle,  the  retailer  must 
obtain  a  covenant  for  it  in  the  normal  way 

I’etrol. — Independent  coasultatlons  have 
been  in  i)rogre.ss  since  the  summer  between 
the  M.A.A.  and  the  petrol  companies,  and 
the  fruits  of  these  dl.scusslons  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  next  month. 

New  \'ehi«'le  Di.stribiil  ion. — The  council  sue 
of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  now  come 
to  do  away  with  the  declaration  .scheme, 
and  agree  that  the  covenant  scheme  should 
be  done  away  with  by  the  manufacturers 
as  and  when  the  vehicles  concerned  are 
no  longer  capable  of  being  tlse  subject  ol 
speculation.

“Problem  must  be  settled” 

URCHASE  tax  —  perhaps  the 
most  -  discussed  topic  of  this 
year’s  Motor  Show— came  in  for 
another  justifiable  attack  on  Thurs¬ 
day  of  last  week  at  the  Motor  Show 
dinner  of  Oldham  and  Son.  Ltd. 

Chairman  and  Joint  Manging  Director 
•lohn  ohlliani  launched  the  attack  in  pro¬ 
posing  a  toast  to  his  company’.s  guests,  and 
he  referred  to  It  as  “a  problem  which  must 
be  settled  If  the  Industry  is  not  to  have 
one  hand  tied  behind  Its  back  " 

Krhleiice  tva-  aeeiiiiiiilatliiK  every  day 
from  IIm‘  ev|H»rt  markets,  he  said,  that 
U'itlioiit  a  siiilalde  home  demand,  tlie  motor 
iiidiistr>  would  not  he  able  to  ahsorh  all 
its  costs.  Itritaiii  might  he  priced  out  of 
the  export  market,  and  a  stable  lerel  of 
employmeut  he<-ome  imposslhle. 

"I  do  not  claim  to  be  a  prophet.”  he  went 
on.  "but  I  will  .say  that  conditions  and 
circumstances  will  compel  purchase  tax  to 
he  very  seriously  reviewed  before  we  meet 
at  our  next  dinner.” 

General  outlook  better 

About  the  outlook  In  general,  however. 
Mr  Oldham  felt  much  better.  In  Industry 
the  form  and  shape  of  things  to  come  were 
getting  clearer  every  day.  They  were  pat¬ 
terning  thenvselves  on  the  horizon  ahead. 
In  no  other  Industry  was  this  more  appai- 
ent  than  In  the  motor  and  aircraft  Indus¬ 
tries.  where  all  the  evidence  went  to  prove 
that  dollars  and  cents  followed  real  enter¬ 
prise,  creative  eflort  and  Initiative.

Mr.  Oldham  revealed  that  the  change-over 
from  wood  .separators  to  "Flbrak”  separators 
In  Oldham  vehicle  batteries  to  which  he 
had  referred  the  prevloas  year,  could  now 
be  started.  Among  other  things,  the  Flbrak 
separator  provided  a  bone-dry  separator 
without  additional  oncost.  Infinite  shelf-life 
storage,  and  better  performance  In  extreme 
temperatures. 

Responses  to  Mr  Oldham’s  words  were 
made  by  It.  Wood  and  F.  <1.  Italchelor.  the 
latter  saying  that  he  did  not  like  the  sort 
of  pe.ssimlstlc  talk  that  we  had  been  hear¬ 
ing  lately.  "Now  we  have  more  cars  to 
sell.”  he  .said.  ”lt  Is  no  use  holding  up  our 
hands  and  saying  ’we  can’t  .sell  them.’  We 
have  got  to  take  our  hands  out  of  our 
pockets  and  sell  them.”

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N.S.W,  Garage  Must  Sell  One 
Brand  Only — Judge  Rules 

Oil  CO.  wins  in  Australian  solus-site  dispute 


First  of  its  kind 

USTRALIA  has  recently  been  the 
scene  of  what  we  believe  is  the 
first  law  case  of  its  kind  since 
the  advent  of  the  solus  petrol  site. 
The  judge  made  a  decree  in  favour  of 
Neptune  Oil  Co.,  Pty.,  Ltd.,  against  the 
service  station  proprietor,  H.  J.  Hart¬ 
nett,  Parramatta,  over  the  sale  of  the 
company’s  products,  ruling  that  he 
must  sell  the  one  brand  only.  We  give 
here  a  summary  of  the  case,  as  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  “M.T.A.  Journal,”  organ 
of  the  Motor  Traders’  Association 
of  N.S.W.;  — 

The  decree  restrains  Hartnett,  his  serv- 
t-nts,  and  agents,  during  the  currency  of  an 
agreement  with  the  company,  so  long  as 
the  company  is  able  and  willing  to  supply 
liim  with  sufficient  products  and  satisfy  his 
requirements,  from  permitting  the  sale.  use. 
or  consumption  of  other  brands  of  petrol 
and  oil  on  his  premises. 

Mr.  Justice  Roper  also  ordered  Hartnett 
to  pay  damages  as  assessed  by  the  Master 
in  Equity,  and  to  pay  costs. 

The  company  stated  that  the  defendant 
agreed  to  buy  exclusively  from  it  at  least 
4,000  gallons  of  motor  spirit  and  100  gallons 
of  oil  a  month,  and  not  to  permit  the  sale, 
use,  or  consumption  of  any  other  brand. 

It  alleged  that  Hartnett  had  repudiated 


the  agreement,  and  was  permitting  the  sale 
of  petrol  and  oils  other  than  those  of  the 
company. 

It  sought  a  decree  to  restrain  Hartnett 
from  committing  such  breaches,  and  an 
inquiry  as  to  the  damage  the  company  had 
sustained,  and  any  other  consequential 
relief. 

Five  defence  headings 

Hartnett  set  out  five  defences,  that; — 

1.  lie  was  iiiilueeil  to  enter  into  the  ugree- 
inent  Ity  certain  promises  to  install,  free  of 
«'<»st,  a  “liihriloriuin,”  made  by  the  plain¬ 
tiff,  which  promises  the  plain!  ill  repudiated 
after  tiie  agreement  was  evec-uted; 

2.  The  eltect  of  grunting  the  injunction 
would  «'oinitel  him  to  commit  a  lireucli  of 
an  earlier  <'ontract  entered  into  with  II. 
Sleigh,  Ltd.: 

Some  of  the  terms  of  the  contract  were 
too  vague  and  indefinite; 

I.  Tile  agreement  was  liarsh  and  oppres. 
s|\e  in  its  operation  and  elTect; 

.7.  The  |tro\ision  sought  to  t»e  enforced 
was  void  as  being  an  unreasonable  restraint 
of  trade. 

Mr.  Justice  Roper  .said  he  was  not  satis¬ 
fied  there  was  an  agreement  for  the  plain¬ 
tiff  to  Install  a  “lubrltorlum.” 

There  was  a  conflict  of  evidence  on  the 
second  defence,  but  there  was  nothing  in 
the  agreement  with  the  plaintiff  to  involve 
Hartnett  in  any  breach  of  his  agreement 
with  H.  C.  Sleigh.  Ltd. 

Mr.  Justice  Roper  said  he  did  not  think 
that  on  the  third  defence  the  contract  wav 
so  vague  as  to  be  unenforceable. 

“Didn’t  take  advice” 

Dealing  with  the  fourth  defence.  Mr 
Justice  Roper  said  that  defendant  entered 
into  it  without  advice. 

Shortly  after  his  agreement  with  the 
plaintiff  he  was  willing  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  of  a  somewhat  similar  nature, 
though  less  restrictive,  with  H.  C.  Sleigh. 
Ltd. 

As  H.  C.  Sleigh,  Ltd.,  was  willing  to  pay 
£800  as  part  of  consideration  for  the  agree¬ 
ment,  it  appeared  to  be  a  reasonable  infer¬ 
ence  that  if  the  defendant  had  set  out  to

What  mattered  most 

Exports  are  the  top  priority,  of 
course.  But  consider  the  London 
Motor  Show  from  the  home  mar¬ 
ket  angle  just  for  the  moment.  Maybe 
customers  showed  a  tendency  to  hold 
back:  possibly  firm  orders  hardly 
came  up  to  the  expectations  of  some. 
How'ever,  that  was  not  quite  the  main 
point.  The  importance  of  the  occasion 
was  that  it  showed— and  how  con¬ 
vincingly — the  potentiality  of  the  field 
open  to  agents  in  Britain.  What  the 
Show  showed  was  the  enthusiasm  of 
our  people  for  motoring;  their  car- 
hunger.  The  hesitant  only  bide  their 
time.  They  mean  to  do  business  when 
they  deem  the  moment  to  have 
arrived.  Indeed,  you  can  truly  say  that 
it  is  among  their  cherished  ambitions. 

Memorandum 

ONE  thing  very  evident  at  Earls 
Court  was  this.  While  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  foreign  visitor  de¬ 
clared  to  me  that  British  bodywork 
was  the  real  highspot  of  the  Show, 
most  had  a  different  idea.  While  they 
admired  the  coachbuilders’  creations, 
what  they  really  came  to  study  was 
the  engineering.  This  fact  was  well 
illustrated  on  three  stands  in  particu¬ 
lar.  Each  displayed  models  of  very 
advanced  design.  On  No.  1,  all  the 
cars’  doors  were  locked,  and  you  had 
to  apply  to  an  attendant  if  you  wanted 
to  see  any  of  the  mechanical  features. 
Not  many  troubled  to  do  so,  and  the 
space  was  deserted  most  of  the  time. 
One  vehicle  at  No.  2  had  the  bonnet 
open  and  usually  there  was  quite  a 
few  people  round  It.  Coming  to  No.  3 
stand,  invariably  there  was  a  seething 
crowd.  Reason  was  a  stripped  chassis, 
parts  of  which  were  made  in  trans¬ 


parent  plastic:  and  folk  could  see  the 
wheels  going  round  w'hen  they  got 
somewhere  near  the  front  row.  Pres¬ 
ent-day  customers,  actual  and  would- 
be,  are  technically  knowledgeable,  and 
that  goes  for  all  ages  as  well  as  both 
sexes.  Their  interest  is  intelligent, 
and  they  expect  the  industry  to  res¬ 
pond  accordingly.  Nor  is  this  point  to 
be  noted  only  for  future  reference  by 
those  who  expect  to  be  among  the  ex¬ 
hibitors  at  the  London  Motor  Show  of 
1953— though  they  will  certainly  be 
well  advised  to  jot  it  down.  It  is  some¬ 
thing  to  be  remembered  by  agents 
when  planning  special  displays  on 
their  own  premises,  and  indeed  in 
their  everyday  salesmanship.  The 
motoring  mutt  is  still  with  us,  and  will 
continue  to  fiourish.  But  more  buyers 
are  raising  themselves  above  that 
category,  and  sellers  must  make  due 
allowances  for  the  fact. 

For  reconsideration 

IMMEDIATELY  before  the  war 
the  number  of  garages  that 
issued  house  magazines  must  have 
been  fairly  considerable.  Some  of 
these  productions  were  quite  impres¬ 
sive,  and  were  believed  by  their  owners 
to  be  a  highly  effective  form  of  adver¬ 
tising.  They  were  suspended  wholesale 
when  hostilities  broke  out  and  in  most 
cases  have  not  been  revived.  Indica¬ 
tions  are  that  the  time  for  that  is 
becoming  due,  while  it  also  may  well 
be  that  more  firms  will  ultimately 
adopt  the  idea  than  ever  did  in  the 
1930s.  Rightly  handled— and  that  is 
the  great  essential— it  provides  telling 
publicity  at  what  can  be  quite  a  low 
cost.  There  have  been  members  of 
our  trade  with  a  flair  for  producing 
this  kind  of  material.  But  it  is  not 
very  commonly  possessed,  and  to  get 
a  house  organ  started  on  the  right 
lines  it  may  be  well  to  seek  the  advice 
of  a  specialist.  He  can  provide  a  plan, 
and  lay  down  a  few  simple  rules.  After 
that  the  rest  should  be  easy. 


And  up  jump  your  brake-lining  sales  when  you  display 
this  Kerodo  reminder  plaque!

Salesman’s  Remuneration 

Sir, — "Coachbullder’s”  letters  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  ("G.  and  M.A.,”  September  20th  and 
October  18th  issues)  make  interesting  read¬ 
ing,  if  only  for  the  odd  attitude  revealed  by 
the  writer  on  the  character  and  usefulness 
of  salesmen,  the  majority  of  whom,  I  must 
emphasise,  only  hope  for  a  reasonable  living 
and  a  square  deal  from  employers,  and  who 
in  return  give  good  and  loyal  service  for  fair 
treatment. 

Both  letters  from  “Coachbullder"  appear 
to  contain  two  problems.  The  first  problem 
really  is  the  one  of  whether  a  firm  can  afford 
to  employ  a  .salesman  or  not,  whilst  the  sec¬ 
ond  problem  Is  the  question  of  how  much  to 
pay  a  salesman  If  one  Is  to  be  engaged. 

Taking  the  first  problem  first,  if  an  em¬ 
ployer  can  only  visualise  the  employment  of 
a  salesman  for  a  few  months  in  the  year.  It 
would  be  better  not  to  engage  a  salesman 
at  all.  Casual  or  seasonal  labour  Is  u.sually 
of  a  poor  standard. 

Any  motor  agent  who  Is  prepared  to  lay 
out  £1,000  over  a  year  on  the  employment 
of  a  salesman  and  on  the  buying  of  used 
cars,  could  expect  reasonably  an  average 
sale  of  two  cars  per  week  throughout  the 
year,  and  by  careful  buying  .should  obtain  a 
minimum  of  15  per  cent,  nett  profit  for  the 
firm  on  Individual  deals. 

The  .second  problem  Is  the  payment  to  the 
salesman.  The  tortuous  Incentive  schemes 
1 — 5  In  “Coachbullder’s"  second  letter  seem 
to  me  to  be  out  of  date,  whilst  scheme  6 
only  omits  the  salary  the  wretched  sale.sman 
.should  pay  the  employer.  My  opinion  In  this 
matter  Is  that  commission  schemes  should 
be  thrown  out  and  that  a  sale.sman  should 
receive  a  fixed  wage  of  not  less  than  £8  a 
week,  plus  a  bonus  asse.sscd  from  the  firm's 
nett  profit  on  car  business  (whether  on 
.sales,  repairs.  Insurance,  petrol,  oil,  garage 
rents  or  from  any  profit-making  activity) 
over  a  period  of  6  or  12  months  and  amount¬ 
ing  to  some  figure  within  the  £25-£50  range 
annually. 


Contracts — double  -  edged  weapons — are 
advisable  where  the  employer  dl.scovers  a 
treasure  of  a  .salesman,  the  period  being  two 
years  at  least. 

Postal  Inquiries  should  be  shared  out  by 
rota  quite  Impartially  to  the  sales  staff 
whether  proprietors  or  not.  Tlie  firm  bene¬ 
fits  whoever  pulls  off  the  deal.  A  card  Index 
of  customers  In  a  central  file  goes  a  long 
way  to  establishing  whose  customer  Is 
whose. 

The  question  of  expenses  is  always  a 
tlckli.sh  one,  but  this  really  depends  upon 
the  .sort  of  sale.sman  employed.  An  occas¬ 
ional  lunch  or  an  occasional  drink  put  In 
for  by  a  proved  business -getter  Is  to  be  ex¬ 
pected.  Expenses  only  turn  Into  a  racket 
when  claims  are  put  in  for  substantial  regu¬ 
lar  entertainment  and  from  which  little  or 
no  business  results. 

"Coachbullder’’  ral.ses  many  points  which 
could  be  dl.scu.ssed  In  gri'ater  detail,  but 
which  lack  of  space  curtails.  It  would  not 
be  ami.ss,  however,  to  remind  "Coachbullder’’ 
that  Brlti.sh  Industry  and  commerce  would 
fold  up  If  It  were  not  for  salesmen,  and  that 
when  engaging  a  salesman,  or  buying  a 
motor  car,  or  going  on  holiday,  om;  u.sually 
gets  what  one  pays  for.

’’  ’Yes,  but  you  had  just  come  down  a  hill 
and  had  got  your  speed  up.’ 

’’  ’Did  my  spi'ed  Inconvenience  anyone?’ 

’’  ’Yes,  you  frightened  my  hor.se.’ 

’’  ’Was  the  engine  going?’ 

’’  ’You  were  going  for  all  you  were  worth.’ 
(Laughter.)

URCHASE-TAX  is  a  leading  sub¬ 
ject  of  discussion  in  trade  and 
industrial  circles,  and  has  been 
ibo  for  a  considerable  time.  The  recent 
pronouncement  of  a  leading  motor 
manufacturer  expressed  hardly  more 
than  an  opinion  that  is  very  generally 
held,  although  it  has  doubtless 
aroused  further  interest  among  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  general  public.  Feeling  on 
the  matter  is  undoubtedly  increasing: 
to  the  point  where  the  Government 
must  seriously  consider  what  action 
can  be  taken. 

There  Is  a  ca.se  for  the  tax  when  applied 
to  luxury  or  even  non-es-sentlal  product.s. 
although  counter  arguments  can  be  ad¬ 
vanced.  Justification  would  be  less  easy  to 
show  for  the  application  to  utility  articles, 
and  extremely  difficult.  If  not  Impossible, 
where  productive  equipment  Is  concerned. 
Tran.sport  vehicles  clearly  fall  Into  the  last 
category.  They  are  bought  only  of  necessity, 
and  hindrance  to  purchase  must.  In  the  long 
run,  result  In  a  restriction  of  production. 

Precisely  the  same  must  be  .said  of  de¬ 
ferred-payment  regulations  aimed  at  curtail¬ 
ing  the  volume  of  this  cla.ss  of  business. 
Again  such  a  policy  may  be  justifiable  where 
certain  cla.s.ses  of  goods  are  concerned.  It 
cea.ses  to  be  .so  when  the  effect  Is  to  handi¬ 
cap  Industry.  This  latter  point  Is  not  to  be 
overlooked,  however  much  we  may  feel  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  former.  An  easement  Is 
desirable  In  both  connections,  and  Indeed 
necessary  In  the  country's  present  situation. 

Admittedly  that  would  livolve  a  loss  In 
revenue,  but  there  should  .surely  be  ways 
and  means  of  meeting  It.  Economies  have 
certainly  been  effected  In  the  national  ad¬ 
ministration  since  the  present  Government 
took  office,  but  not  yet  to  the  exUmt  for 
which  many  have  been  hoping.  Further 
cuts  could  unquestionably  be  made. 

That  limit 

Evidently  the  Transport  Minister  Is  not 
unfavourably  dlspo.sed  towards  the  Idea  of 
raising  the  speed  limit  for  heavy  vehicles 
And  It  may  well  be  that  he  has  doubts  as  to 
the  practical  value  of  all  such  restrictions. 


at  any  rate  when  Imposed  upon  particular 
cla.s.ses  of  road  transport.  Understandably, 
however,  he  Is  treating  the  ls.sue  with  con¬ 
siderable  caution.  Early  action  Is  not  to  be 
expected,  but  that  the  Minister  has  Implied 
that  the  opportune  moment  may  yet  arrive 
shows  that  he  Is  open  to  Introduce  .some  sort 
of  reform. 

That  prosecutions  for  .speeding  have  often 
been  ridiculous,  and  sometimes  worse  than 
that,  weighs  comparatively  little  with  the 
writer.

In  theory,  the 
Idea  Is  sound  enough.  In  practice.  It  largely 
falls  to  function,  and  It  Is  time  that  the 
M.o.T.  sought  In  another  direction  for  a 
.solution  of  the  problem.

It  Is  drained  and  refilled  with  the 
special  product  when  still  warm,  after 
which  It  Is  run  for  five  minutes  or  so  to 
ensure  thorough  distribution  Then  the 
plugs  are  removed  and  a  ration  poured  Into 
each  cylinder,  the  motor  then  being  turned 
over  by  hand  to  ensure  that  the  oil  Is  thor¬ 
oughly  spread  over  the  wall>  and  reaches 
the  piston  rings 

Thus  treated,  a  unit  can  be  relied  upon 
to  be  In  perfectly  good  condition  after  some 
months  of  storage.  When  It  Is  again  re¬ 
quired  for  service.  It  should  naturally  be 
drained  once  again  and  duly  replenished 
with  Its  usual  grade  of  lubricating  oil 

It  occurs  to  one  that,  as  ‘‘No  Water”  tags 
have  proved  useful,  labels  might  well  be 
made  available  to  Indicate  that  engines  con¬ 
tain  storage  oil  and  must  not  be  run  In 
that  condition.  The  warning  might  obviate 
mistakes  that  could  prove  unfortunate. 


GARAGIST  APPEALS  AGAINST  BAN  ON  PUMP 

OPPOSITION  BY  PLANNING  BOARD  AND  TRADE 


AMItLKSIDi:  INQI  IKV 

N  appeal  by  Eric  A.  Scott,  of  John 
.Scott  and  Son,  Mlllans  Park  Garage, 
Ambleslde,  against  the  refusal  of  the 
Lake  District  Planning  Board  to  allow  him 
to  Install  a  petrol  pump  and  storage  tank 
at  his  premises  was  heard  by  Mr.  Kenneth 
Cummings,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  at  the 
Lakes  Council  olllces  recently. 

Appellant  told  the  Inspector  that  his 
motor  repairing  and  taxi  business  was 
handicapped  owing  to  his  being  without 
a  petrol  pump.  He  had  applied  to  have  one 
Installed  In  that  part  of  his  premises, 
known  as  Jackson’s  Yard,  which  had  form¬ 
erly  been  stables. 

lie  <-<iiiteiHliMl  that  he  was  losing  repair 
work  hecaiise  he  couhl  not  supply  petrol 
either  to  the  ears  he  repaired  or  to  those 
he  Karageil. 

When  questioned  by  Mr.  K.  S.  Hlmsworth. 
who  opposed  the  appeal  on  behalf  of  the 
Planning  Board,  Mr.  Scott  said  that  there 
would  be  no  great  difficulty  about  the  nar¬ 
rowness  of  the  entrance  as  he  did  not  ex¬ 
pect  to  get  a  great  deal  of  chance  trade 
In  a  back  street. 

He  .agreed  that  If  his  appeal  failed  he 
would  have  to  be  content  with  a  pump 
Inside  the  yard. 

AI  TIIOKirV’S  TWO  KK.ASONS 

Asked  If  ho  had  turned  what  was  form¬ 
erly  a  storage  garage  Into  a  repair  garage 
without  obtaining  permission,  Mr.  Scott  re¬ 
plied  “I  have  not  applied  to  anyone.” 

Mr.  Hlmsworth  explained  that  the  plan¬ 
ning  authority’s  refusal  to  allow  the  original 
application  was  based  on  two  reasons:  (1) 
That  the  establishment  of  a  petrol  filling 
station  at  that  point  would  cause  a  certain 
amount  of  road  danger  by  adding  to  what 
congestion  there  was;  and  (2)  that  there 
were  already  adequate  facilities  for  motor¬ 
ists  to  obtain  petrol  In  Ambleslde. 


”lhe  planning  authority,”  he  added,  ’  cer¬ 
tainly  do  not  wish  to  limit  the  number  of 
establishments  In  any  trade  .so  that  anyone 
could  suggest  they  were  deciding  the 
amount  of  business  competition  there 
should  be  or  creating  any  monopoly. 

”IJiit  they  have  to  take  a  eertalii  Interest 
in  proposals  su«-h  as  one  which  wetuhl  «‘reate 
a  tilliiiK  station  in  what  is  /oneii  as  a  resi¬ 
dential  area.” 

Mr.  H.  E.  Gutteridge,  Chief  Assslstant 
to  the  County  Planning  Officer,  said  the 
establishment  of  one  pump  was  opposed  be¬ 
cause  If  that  was  approved  it  would  only 
he  rcMsonahle  for  .^Ir.  .Scott  to  he  Kranted 
nnire  pumps  —  particularly  In  view  of  an 
early  return  to  brands  of  i>etrol. 

He  stated  that  there  were  14  petrol  pumps 
available  in  Ambleslde,  but  when  ques¬ 
tioned  agreed  that  four  of  them  were 
private  pumps. 

I,<)f  AL  flAKACJISTS’  CASE 

Mr.  H.  Handley,  who  opposed  the  appeal 
on  behalf  of  all  other  garage  proprietors  In 
Ambleslde,  said  that  while  his  clients  could 
not  be  described  as  disinterested  parties, 
their  object  ion  was  not  made  with  a  view 
to  shelteriiiK  under  planning  laws  to  pre¬ 
serve  a  monop<dy. 

•’Ambleslde  depends  to  a  large  extent  on 
visitors  and  preserving  its  amenities,  and 
obviously  It  would  not  be  of  advantage  If 
the  town  Is  bespattered  with  petrol  pumps,” 
he  added. 

Giving  evidence.  S.  H.  Ellis,  proprietor  of 
Rydal  Road  Garage,  stated  that  there  were 
six  garages  In  Ambleslde  and  Waterhead, 
covering  all  entrances  and  exits  to  the 
town.  .\t  Ills  premises  petrol  was  served  at 
any  hour.  ”\Ve  do  not  like  to  he  knocked 
up  in  the  nlKlit.  of  course,  hut  I  have  never 
refused.” 

After  hearing  the  evidence,  the  Inspector 
visited  Mr.  Scott’s  premises.  The  Minister’s 
decision  will  be  announced  in  due  course.

Midland  newspapers  have  this  week  been 
giving  great  prominence  to  a  statement  by 
Director  and  General  Manager  II.  (  resMiiaii, 
of  Bristol  Street  Motors,  Ltd..  Birmingham, 
on  Monday  that  orders  taken  then  for  new 
vehicles  would  be  met  within  six  niontlis. 

Mr.  Cressman.  whose  firm  are  Ford  main 
dealers,  made  this  statement  in  respect  of 
any  Ford  car,  c.v.  or  tractor,  and  said  that 
he  based  It  on  the  present  rate  of  delivery. 

He  contended  that  cars  were  getting 
dlfhcult  to  sell,  and  that  It  was  necc.s.sary 
often  to  go  some  way  down  a  waiting  list 
to  find  a  customer  prepared  to  accept  de¬ 
livery.  And  that,  although  It  had  not 
generally  been  admitted,  many  popular 
models  were  now  either  available  Immedi¬ 
ately  or  nearly  so. 

But,  when  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  asked  him 
about  his  statement  and  what  had  hap- 
l)ened,  he  said  that  tlie  II«kmI  of  orders  that 
followed  luid  made  It  necessary  to  extend 
the  waiting-time  forecast  to  nine  niontlis. 
(To  what  extent.  If  any,  these  are  duplicates 
or  transfers  of  orders  Is.  of  course,  not 
known. — Ed.) 

Behind  his  seemingly  extraordinary  pro¬ 
nouncement  was  the  policy  of  Bristol  Street 
Motors  In  relation  to  car  orders.  From 
the  early  post-war  days,  they  had  taken 
orders  only  from  established  customers  and 
people  well  known  to  them.  Anyone  el.se 
wanting  to  go  on  the  waiting  list  was  asked 
for  a  substantial  deposit.  Tlie  result  had 
been  a  “restricted”  waiting  list  that  was 
more  real  than  In  many  cases.  This  list 
had  by  now  been  more  or  less  satLsfled.  and 
the  firm  were  therefore  ready  to  take  on 
new  orders 

Also,  there  Is  thi  fact  that  ♦he  firm’s 
allocation  of  new  vehicles  Is  comparatively 
high,  being  based  on  high  pre-war  figures.

R.A.C.  LIFT  RETREAD  BAN 

FGK  SGME  CGMPETn  BINS 

The  Royal  .Automobile  Club  have  lilted 
the  ban  in  force  on  the  use  of  retreaded 
or  remoulded  tyres,  and  have  decided  that 
there  shall  be  no  restriction  on  their  use 
In  the  following  circumstances: — 

(a)  On  sports  and  touring  cars  taking 
part  In  races,  hill  climbs  or  speed  events  ol 
not  more  than  one  hour’s  duration; 

(b)  That  retreaded  or  remoulded  tyres 
so  permitted  be  processed  by  the  original 
tyre  manufacturers  or  by  firms  who  are 
members  of  the  Retread  Manufacturers 
Association,  and  bear  the  Identifying  mark 
of  the  proces.ser. 

In  events  where  the  cars  entered  may  he 
expected  to  exceed  100  ni.p.h.,  retreaded  or 
remoulded  tyres  are  not  permitted  on  such 
cars. 

These  amendments  of  existing  regulations 
will  come  Into  force  immediately  and  will 
be  reviewed  at  the  end  of  1963. 

The  ban  on  the  use  of  retreaded  or  re¬ 
moulded  tyres  remains  In  force  so  far  as 
racing  cars  are  concerned  and  naturally  all 
tyres  will  still  be  subject  to  approval,  with 
regard  to  their  condition,  of  the  offlclal 
scrutineers  at  any  racing  or  speed  event

The  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute

In  1877,  Alfred  Kerry  founded  a  rubber 
business  In  Lower  East  Smithfleld,  London, 
trading  under  the  name  of  the  East  London 
Rubber  Company.  From  that  small  begin¬ 
ning  has  grown  the  present  large  organisa¬ 
tion  of  Kerry’s  (Great  Britain),  Ltd.,  oper¬ 
ating  15  branches  and  three  wholly-owned 
manufacturing  subsidiaries. 

As  this  year  marks  the  75th  anniversary 
of  the  formation  of  the  Kerry  Group,  the 
directors.  In  celebration  of  the  occasion, 
gave  a  dinner  to  the  executives  of  the 
branches  and  subsidiary  companies  at  Lon¬ 
donderry  House,  Park  Lane,  London,  re¬ 
cently. 

The  guests  were  received  by  the  com¬ 
pany’s  Chairman,  E.  P.  Richardson,  F.C.A., 
and  Mrs.  Richardson. 

Apart  from  the  Loyal  Toast,  the  only 
other  on  the  programme  was  that  to  ’’The 
Company.”  This  was  proposed  by  W.  C.

A.A.  ROAD  TRAFFIC  CENSUS 

MAItKED  INCKKASE  IN  .MOTOR  CYCIJ^i.S 

An  overall  Increase  of  2.6  per  cent.  In  the 
use  of  private  motor  vehicles  since  Septem¬ 
ber  lost  year  Is  shown  by  a  seven-day  count 
of  cars  and  motor  cycles  recently  completed 
by  the  Automobile  Association  on  21  Impor¬ 
tant  roads  in  Great  Britain.  The  results  are 
not  conclusive,  but  they  provide  an  Inter¬ 
esting  comparison  with  those  obtained  by 
the  A.A.  on  the  same  21  roads  12  months 
before. 

The  census  was  held  dally  from  9  a.m.  to 
1  p.m.  and  from  2  p.m.  to  6  p.m.  from  Sep¬ 
tember  15th  to  21st  Inclusive,  a  total  of  56 
hours.  In  all,  423,874  cars  and  49.400  motor 
cycles  were  recorded,  and  It  Is  Interesting  to 
note  that  while  cars  showed  an  increase  of 
only  1.4  per  cent,  motor  cycles  rose  by  13.9 
per  cent.

FRENCH  PIONEER  DEAD 

Ernest  .Mattern,  one  of  the  earlle.st 
French  motor  manufacturers,  has  died  In 
Montbelllard,  France.  He  was  72.  A  pioneer 
In  French  mass-production  methods,  M. 
Mattern  was  a  director  of  the  Citroen  firm 
In  Paris  until  1925  and  later  became  direc¬ 
tor-general  of  the  Peugeot  works  In 
Sochauz. 


ADDING  LIFE  TO  PARTS 

PHOSPHATE  COATING  PROCESS 

More  extensive  use  Is  now  being  made  by 
Leyland  Motors,  Ltd.,  of  a  special  phosphate 
coating  process  In  order  to  decrease  wear 
on  the  bearing  surfaces  of  chassis  compon¬ 
ents  that  have  a  precision  finish. 

Tills  treatment,  the  company  say,  pro¬ 
duces  by  means  of  chemical  conversion  a 
non-metalllc  absorptive  phosphate  coating 
on  the  components.  The  surface  Is  very 
hard  and  yet  It  retains  oil  for  long  periods 
and  so  precludes  iiietul  to  metal  contact 
with  the  possibility  of  “muIIIiir"  between 
two  niuviiiR  purls. 

Operations  In  the  treatment.  It  Is  ex¬ 
plained.  comprise  degreasing,  a  hot  -  water 
rinse  for  one  minute  at  160-180  deg.  F.,  .sub¬ 
mersion  in  a  chemical  bath  at  205-210  deg. 
F  for  15  minutes,  another  hot  rln.se,  and 
finally  Immersion  In  oil.  The  new  surface 
which  results  from  actual  chemical  reaction 
of  the  solution  with  the  metal  .surface, 
varies  In  thickness  from  0.0(X)21n.  tc 
0.00031n. 

Additional  components  which  the  com¬ 
pany  will  treat  by  this  process  In  the  future 
Include  the  spllned  layshaft  for  the  Leyland 
quick-change  .synchromesh  gearbox,  and 
also  the  .steel  buttons  used  to  take  the 
king  pin  thrust  In  the  front  axles  of  pa.s- 
-senger  vehicles  and  the  Comet  90  range  of 
trucks

ELECTRIC  RAY  DEVICE  FOR 
WARNING  DRIVERS 

TO  BK  IXVKSTIG.tTED  BY  S.J.C. 

Among  the  Items  discussed  at  the  autumn 
meeting  of  the  Standing  Joint  Conunlttee 
of  the  motoring  clubs  was  a  new  safety 
device  for  projecting  high  -  frequency  rays 
which  can  be  picked  up  by  a  photo-electric 
cell  In  a  vehicle  ahead,  and  so  warn  the 
driver  that  following  traffic  Ls  about  to 
overtake.  The  device  was  referred  to  a 
technical  sub-committee  for  Investigation. 

It  was  felt  that  it  might  be  fonnd  to 
lie  more  elfeetlve  In  certain  conditions  than 
u  Ii4»rn,  particularly  on  fast  roads  with  heavy 
traffic  wliere  tlie  noise  was  considerable. 

'The  possibility  of  using  this  system  to 
warn  drivers  that  they  are  approaching 
cross-roads  during  fog  and  bad  visibility  is 
also  to  be  examined. 

Other  Items  decided  upon  by  the  commit¬ 
tee  included  a  campaign  to  Induce  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  spend  more  on  road  improve¬ 
ments  and  support  for  the  construction  of 
underground  car  parks  as  one  of  the  various 
measures  designed  to  reduce  London  traffic 
congestion.

Ti(^ht*rope  walk 

QUEER  lot  of  bed-fellows,  yes, 
Indeed,  There’s  a  copy  of  Mr, 
Lord’s  current  and  pungent 
speech  on  the  position  of  the  British 
motor  industry  during  its  tight-rope 
walk,  and  its  need  for  salesmen  of  the 
right  calibre. 

There  is,  too,  a  newly-arrived 
lengthy  history  of  40  or  50  Italian 
motor  companies  of  1905/6,  most  of 
whom  disappeared  very  suddenly. 
There  is  a  volume  of  “The  Motor’’  for 
1917  which  I  read  at  the  time,  and 
am  looking  at  again.  But  there  are 
also  three  large  issues  of  “The  Motor’’ 
of  1917,  from  the  publishing  house  of 
Gustav  Braunbeck  in  Berlin. 

The  latter  bear  that  significant  date, 
1917,  when  the  German  reader  was 
being  regaled  with  illustrated  articles 
on  American  submarine  chasers,  and 
with  photos  of  the  insides  of  British 
submarines.  At  that  period  Germany 
had  ideas  about  winning  the  war,  and 
her  many  motor  car  manufacturers 
extensively  advertised  their  wares. 

Over  the  wall 

Yet  within  a  few  years  the  whole  of 
her  motor  manufacturing  industry 
was  cut  to  pieces  and  “reorganised’’ 
out  of  all  recognition.  The  passing  years 
saw  It  reborn,  partly  decimated 
recently,  carved  up  politically,  and 
reborn  once  again.  Moreover.  It  Is 
now  looking  over  the  wall  for  its 
business,  too. 

Next,  the  volume  of  “Motor’’  for 
1917,  the  London  one.  The  British  motor 
industry  was  then  looking  forward  to 
the  brave  things  it  would  do  when 
peace  came.  And  when  It  did  come, 
the  industry  rose  on  a  boom  with  a 
false  bottom  which,  unfortunately, 
collapsed.  Any  cld-tlmer  will  tell  you. 


chlcksies,  that  the  British  motor  in¬ 
dustry  was  also  cut  to  pieces  and 
reorganised  out  of  all  recognition.  It 
took  longer  than  Hitler’s  effort  because 
in  our  case  Grandad  Economics  did  it 
for  us,  In  easy  stages,  but  with  the 
same  effect. 

New  set-up 

A  new  British  set-up  was  gradually 
evolved,  only  to  meet  another  war, 
from  which  it  recently  emerged  with 
even  stronger  sinews.  It  set  to  work 
in  a  forthright  way  known  to  all,  but 
facing  the  same  old  problems.  Two 
basic  differences,  however,  are  obvious. 
In  the  intervening  years  the  many 
British  motor  manufacturers  have 
given  way  to  the  few,  and  the  motor 
vehicle  has  had  time  to  penetrate  into 
every  phase  of  the  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  Therein  lies  its  strength. 

My  Italian  correspondent’s  letter 
deals  with  the  decimation  of  their 
industry  in  the  financial  panic  that 
struck  several  continental  countries 
where  a  motor  Industry  was  growing 
rapidly  in  1905/6.  But  Italy’s  mainly 
depended  on  exports  of  cars  for  which 
a  market  no  longer  existed.  So  the 
Industry  fell  to  pieces  and  cars  were 
hawked  and  slaughtered  in  price. 

Wakey,  wakey! 

This  background  of  historical  gloom 
puts  slight  perspective  to  Mr.  Lord’s 
timely  and  refreshingly  outspoken 
comments.  This  country  as  a  whole 
wants  to  wake  up  to  the  needs  of  its 
vast  motor  Industry,  if  the  latter  is 
to  remain  Intact  in  its  present  form, 
and  as  a  large  -  scale  employer  of 
labour.  By  “as  a  whole”  I  mean  by 
the  public-at-large,  the  Government, 
would-be  M.P.s,  political  agitators  and 
Trade  Unions,  including  those  con-

cerned  with  members  mainly  on 
vehicle  body  building  and  on  sheet- 
metal  work.  The  Industry’s  health  Is 
everybody’s  business. 

The  industry  and  its  subsidiaries 
have,  over  the  years,  been  bled  white, 
in  savage  and  sectarian  fashion.  Its 
leaders  have  never  been  listened  to 
at  the  right  time.  Easement  has 
always  been  given  tardily  and  almost 
grudgingly,  as  a  restorative,  and  it  has 
sometimes  arrived  too  late. 

'That  is  why  over  the  last  two  years 
or  so  the  background  of  my  notes  has 
much  in  common  with  Mr.  Lord’s 
caustic  comments.  Industry  is  like 


the  individual  under  the  Health 
Scheme.  It  benefits  far  more  from 
early  preventive  attention  which 
preserves  its  youthful  nimbleness,  than 
from  getting  it  on  its  feet  after  a 
relapse. 

I’m  for  a  change  of  front  to  the 
motor  industry.  Let  all  who  can  speak 
where  they  can  be  heard  join  in.  After 
all  we  have  the  Universal  Health 
Scheme  nowadays,  and  if  public 
opinion  were  strong  the  Industry 
might  be  put  on  benefit.  The  very 
idea  makes  me  swoon!  Fifty-six  years 
old  and  never  a  willing  helping  hand. 
Shame!
